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Sucli was tbe title fabricated for this enter- 
taining Itinerary on its first re-appeanince. 
Whether it was the happy thought of tJw 
editor, or suggested by a not less interested 
person, the publisher, who might conjecture 
a title more popular was required than that 
of a mere ' Journal,' (however in the fore- 
front it was said ' FialorU solatio-~{oi the 
Traveller's solace') it is now immaterial to 
inquire; but it may be observed that in tha 
social tours of our Author, although he never 
travels any great distance without halting 
and making some entry in his Journal to re- 
cord a good sign or a pleasing hostess, there 
are fewer records of absolute inebriety than 
might be expected from his convivial man- 
ners and general bibactty. ' DniTiken Bar- 
naby' was the burthen of a-ballad published 
many years before, and a term sufficiently 
popular to cause this alteration of title, whidi 
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is only worth noticing, to prove that an ill 
name lasts forever, and to observe that hence 
our hero Bamabee is so universally known 
as a. Drunkard, and remains so very little 
known as a Journalist, that a reader may ex- 
pect on beholding the original title hoisting 
to tie introduced to a stranger instead of a 
very old acquaintance,

predated by considering the omissions, varia* 
tions, and additions. And from examining 
these points it seems impossible to doubt at 
het, that the editor did not possess a perfect 
copy of the first edition, to which circumstancs 
maybe attributed similar omissions in the 
four subsequent ones.

« A NEW edition of Drunken Bamaby9 
Journal, in Latin and English rhtme,barif^ 
l>een longa desideratum in the literary world^ 
the Publisher thought it would be deserving 
wellofsiich AS had a taste for\ntand learnin^y 
toextend the acquaintance of afextive bard, 
who has delighted all to whom he has been 
known. 

" A Frenchman haa written a-votum*^ 
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concerning authftn who had published woric*' 
under fictitious names. The facetious author 
of ' Travels to the North, four times back- 
ward and forward,' might perhaps be en- 
rolled in the number; for there is reason to 
believe Barnaby Harrington to beadenomi- 
nationvoid and vun. 

"Various motives, good and bad, induce aU' 
thors to conceal themselres from the public. 
Out of a capricious haughtiness, Swifi rarelji 
avowed any of his productions ; and Voltaire, 
from regard to his personal repose, disavowed 
many of his, with an earnestness not very 
consistent with the principles of truth. But 
~ the motives to concealment, whatever they 
maybe, have force only for a time} the pride 
and fascination of authorship usually prevail 
in the end with every attractive writer to Iny 
claim to the laurels of literature. This how-- 
ever is not invariably the case; whether from 
/ortuito« circumstances, or peculiarity of 
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disposition, there are several celebrated pr&< 
ductioiia of which the authors remain in- 
scrutable to curiosity. The famous Barnaby- 
Harrington's Travels is perhaps to be one 
instance of the kind. 

" On the perusal of a performance posBesS" 
ing so linuch merit, as well aa eccentricity, a 
strong desire is excited to know what the 
author was, when he lived, and when he 
wrote. Some notices are contuned in hia 
own pages; they give us to understand, that 
his name was Harrington; that he was born 
at Appleby ; that he married at Darlington ; 
and at last settled in the North, as a dealer 
in horses and cattle. But who can say 
whether these particulars are real or imagi-' 
nary ? Upon a reference to many sources of 
information, no proof of them can be found. 

" Barnaby's Travels are sometimes quoted- 

in books; in Gent's History of -York; in 

b 5 
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Boucher's Biographia CumherlaadicB •, in 
Hutchinson's History of Durham, &c. &c. 
and they have obtained so much regard, that 
acTeral copies are extant with manuscript 
comments. Hitherto, however, no biogra- 
phical account of him ha^ been given ; t^e 
•eal has not been distinguished from the as- 
Mimed character of the writer. The editir 
of the second edition of the work calls him 
a graduate of Queen's College, Oxford ; an 
assertion not corroborated by the author; nor 
is bis name to be found in the lists of Oxfrad 
or Cnmbridge graduates. A manuscript me- 
morandum states him to have been a School- 
master in Yorkshire ; but mthout assigning 
anyauthority. Bamaby gives no intimation 
himself of his vocation or business, until, in 
bis last journey, he becomes horse-dealer. It 
would be difficult to decide how far his Jonr- 
nal is a faithful relation: it seems alike im- 
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prnbable, that lie should have feigned the 
wfiole, »T that a man of such powers of iu- 
tellect as he displays, should be engaged iir 
the manner he represents himaelf, in perpe- 
tual inebriation mth lotv associates. These 
courses militate against the tenor of au ad- 
dress to the reader, prefixed to the first edi- 
tion; and which being afterwards omitted^ 
we shall here introduce. 

♦* 'Good reader,if this impression have er- 
rors in it, excuse it ; the copy was obscure,- 
neither was the author, by reason of his di- 
stance, and employments of higher conse- 
quence, made acquainted with the publish>- 
ing of it.

poetical character, it may be preBumed that ' 
he both fabricated and adapted incidents to 
suit it, like other dealers in poetry. A song, 
such as the perusal of his Travels might 
suggest, was composed, and is cited by one 
of his editors ; but as only a single couplet of 
it has been given, we sh^l gratify the cuiioud 
with two more.

Barnaby was a great fa- 
vourite with Mr, R,; and he regarded him 
rather as a real than a fictitious character. 

" The period of Barnaby's living and 
writing, though not ascertained with precise- 
ue«s, is not so much obscured from view as 
his person. Several circumstances concur to 
manifest, that it was in the early part of the 
seventeenth century. 

"The original edition of the Travels has no 
date; is of very diminutive size; and has the 
appearance of being printed about the mid- 
dle of that century. It has a frontispiece en-, 
graved by W. Marshall, who flourished from 
1635 to 1650. 

" In 1716 was printed the next edition, 
which, instead of an address to the reader, 
that accompanied the former, substituted the 
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tatin address, Editor Lectori, with aii En- 
glish Advertisement, and also an Index*. The- 
period of republicntion seems to haye been 
too remote for the editor to gain much know- 
ledge of the author. Accordingly, he gives 
no information respecting Barnaby, in ad- 
dition to what his own pages supply, except 
that of calling him ' a Graduate of Oxford ;'' 
which, upon examination, has proved to be 
an unfounded report. 

"A third edition in 1723, wfh some tri- 
fling alteration; and a fourth was printed in 
1774, with no variation from the preceding, 

" With respect to time, there is internal 
evidence ; Bamaby mentions Middleton, as 
enriched by the New River.

" Barnaby mentions a piper (p. 125) who 
recovered his vital functions after being 

■ Richard II. and two of Edward the Fifth's ihicles 
were inurdered in Pomfret (Pontefract) Cu(le. 
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hanged at York; calling himself a witnens 
to the truth of this extraordinary incident, 
which happened in the year 1634. Theetoiy 
is thus told in Gent's History of York, 1 730, 
p. 223. 

"'This year(1634) one John Bartendale 
was executed at York gallows for felony. 
When he had hung three quarters of an hour, 
he was cut down and buried near the place 
of execution. A little after, a gentleman, of 
the ancient family of the Vavasours, of Hes- 
selwood, riding by, thought he saw the earth 
tnove; upon which, ordering his man to 
alight, and alighting himself, both of them 
charitably assisted to throw by the mould, 
and to help the buried convict from his 
grave; who, being conveyed again to York 
Castle, was, by the same gentleman's inter- 
cession, reprieved till the next assizes, and 
then pardoned by the Judge, who seemed 
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unszed at so signal a providence. Asii this

off flashes of fire seemed to dart from hi»^ 
eyes, from which he fell into a state of dark- 
Itess and insensibility, &c.* 

" Bamaby tells us of his ^ving alms to 9 
beggar at Harrington.

. *' A Harrington was a toivn piece, trades*- 
man's token, or other small coin current ift> 
&e early part of the seventeenth century.: 
It is frequently iQcntioned \>y Ben Jon^n^as

Harrington o'lhe sum*.' 

"This, after much laboar«f Investigation, 
which twouldwear the appearance of affec-' 
tation to detail, is all we have discovered con- 
ecrniog the slngidar performance which hat 
■§at its adumbrated authorj Bamaby Har- 
rington ; and for a great part of this we are 
■hder obfigations to literary persons, whose 
readiness of cooununication ct^ms our besD 
sekuowledgments, while their eminence for^

It is as if B maiLniiting a humourous jouniey. 
should say, "Arriving at Tilbury-fort, I gave a beggar 
■ Tilbury (sixpence) for the name's sake." A.}, 
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bids m to name them on an occasion w1ii<A - 
mightbe deemed too trivial. Further mitices 
of Che author may possibly exist in bo<^s 
out of the common track of reading ; and we 
solicit the favour of information, addressed 
to the publisher, from those who nvay be ai>Ie 
to communicate any towards bringing him 
to light. 

" Bainaby Harrington, whoever he was, h 
entitled to the kindness of the world, for the 
entertainment he affords, Hishumour, his 
gaiety, and his learning, give him no mean 
rank amongst authors. 

"It has been observed, that poetry is not a 
little indebted to geography and top(^;rapby; 
which, besides numerous incidental descrip- 
tions, have furnished materials for many 
entire poems. Ausonius has employed hi» 
muse to celebrate the considerable toWns of 
his country. Rutiiius has left an elegant 
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jtwervy in verse of which we regret the 
mutilation. Drajton has voluminously ver-> 
sified the wliole topography of the British 
island, Regnard has narrated in alterna- 
tions of prose and rhime, a Journey to Pro- 
vepcej a very pleasing efhision of sfiritelir 
ness. Gay has exercised his humourous and 
poetical vein in the detail of a Journey to 
Ewtert and Prior has displayed his fiicetious 
talentinthe recital of his Excursion to Down; 
Bamaby Harrington, in the relation of his 
Travels, is inferior to none in vivacity, in wit, 
or in erudition. Many ingenious and learned 
allusions are interspersed. If he lived as a 
drunkard, he thought at least as a scholtir. 
He shows himself acquainted with the his- 
tory, antiquities, andcustotos of every [dace 
h.e visits; and exhibits so much acuteneas of 
reinark and keenness of satire, that he is 
evidently, sub persond, a drunkard merely in 
mf^qu^ade, 
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*' It would be B gceat injustice to Baruaby 
to form any esdmate of his merits from the 
Xnglish version, which is upon the whole ati^ 
worthy of the Latin text, though it has some 
passages that give jileasure. From the dis> 
parity (rf the Latin and English, we are in- 
clined to believe that Bamaby had no sfasre 
In the composition of the latter; whidi, yet 
we dare not venture to assert; recollecting 
that the English verse of May is justly con- 
demned to oblivion for its meanness, nig- 
gedness, and obscurity, while he shines a 
poet of supreme excellence in Latin, It is 
observable, that the English version of the 
mi^nal edition of Bnrnaby differs in varioiu 
places from the subsequent editions. 

"The first edition of this work contained 
a frontispiece only; a plate was added in the 
second edition, and in the third edition of 
1733, four plates were introduced; but as 
noae of these are materially connected with 
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tbe work, nor possess any particular mentf 
either x>£ design or execution, they haw been 
superseded by aevea new vignettes."

In thb edition by the interference of a 
literaiy chara<fter, who supplied a partial col- 
lation, there was for the firat time an attempt 
made towards restoring the genuine text, 
which was announced by the following note 
at the end of the preceding Adveittsement.

It haa been already noticed, that the text 
of the first edition is carefully Testored id the 
present, &s the btst authority; and the ori- 
^nal arrangement also preserved. The Index 
is retained and enlarged ; and the prelimi- 
nary matter given from the later editions: 
with which also this has been collated. 

Some information may be expected aa to 
any effect which the request, forming part 
of the Advertisement tothe fifth edition*, has 
had; and what communications have been 
made, either as a clue to trace the author, or 
on the subject of his journal, ■ Eleven years 
have now elapsed, since that request was made 
public with all the advantage that might be 
• See p. 44, 
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expected to arise from a very rapid dispeTsi(»i 
of two large impresaioiu of the work ; yet 
no information has been the consequence. 
Vpoa such an inquiry there is seldom a parsi- 
monious withholding of intelligence; nor can 
there be any reason, in the present instance^ 
for impeachiug the liberal system so uni- 
formly promoted by those, who duly appre- 
ciate inquiries on literary subjects when in- 
vdred by time in obscurity. It may rather be 
inferred, that neither from researchuor ncci- 
dent has any thing new been discovered. 

Perhaps from the circumstance of this 
want of information, it may have arisen 
that a bold but shallow attempt, ma^ in 
181 1, for the purpose ot creating a tempo- 
rary belief thatin the posthumous volume of 
poems of William Bosworth, Gentleman, the 
author was discovered, has hitherto remain-r 
ed unexposed. However, as this announce- 
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[»ent was early knovm to be f^)nl»ted fbra 
sinister purpose, apublic coDfutatinnmigbt^ 
by the disciusioti, best have served to pio*- 
RWte the object desired, by creating a de- 
mand for the re-engra«ed portrait of Boi- 
worth *. 

Enough, if not too much, has already 
grown out <^ eonjecturej and nothing now 
remains to be added but some connnents oa 
the preceding pages, together with a few 
notes illnstrative of the poem,

Thus tar was transmitted to the printer, 
when an obscure passage in the Itinerary, oc- 
casioning a reference to a long neglected but

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•nee popular work, produced the satisfactoiy 
discovery of the identity ofthe author of that 
work with the writer of Barnabee's JouriiaL 
• As there are some eonjectui-al points that 
have obtained from time almost the credence 
of truth; it will not be immaterial, before we 
announce the jeal audior, to consider upoa 
what ground those points were first brought 
forward as authorities. 
■ The current appellation of Barnahy Har- 
ringlon never had any probable foundation. 
The name of Barnahy taken from the ori- 
ginal title page, and the burthen of an old 
festive ballad, is, with all the grevity of fact, 
utiduly combined with, and made to precede, 
the word Harrington, a name of still baser 
coinage. Both these are the wilful misconcep- 
tion of the editor of the second edition. Can 
the stanza upon the town of Harrington, 
tvhicb is the sole authority for that designa- 
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tion, by any enlarged meaning be construed 
to imply more from the equivoque, thau that 
OUT rambling humourist simply gave the beg- 
gar at Harrington a Harringlon or town 
token? Thereat author says, on another oc^ 
casion, *' coine for stampe sake we allowe," 
alluding, undoubtedly, to such local tokeua 
beingincommoRcircuUtion*. Aasuch,thia 
reputed name^ certainly adapted from tho 
need of a better, may be dropt just as it was 
taken up, withmit either care or consequence. 

That the birth place of the author was 
Appleby is doubtful, though the distance 
therefrom was not so great as to make ita 
assignation exceed the limita of the licerUia 
poetics. The marriage, hnal settlement, and

' Were an outline to be sketched which 
might be presented as an unforced likeness 
of the author, would it not depict one bcva 
in WestoMirland ; with relatives residing in 
the county; having an University educ^ 
lion; a well read scholar; loving horses} 
journeying occasionally; a strict loyalist; 
perhaps, for courtesy, a apendtiiTift, and iu 
early life a libertine; certainly a married 
loan ; one who flourished under the retgns of 
Raines I. and Charles I., and also a moral 
Writer and satirical poet of eminence?— Such 
a portrait may be easily drawn from the life, 
character, and writings of 
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RICHARD BRATHWAIT, 
who was bora about 1566, died 4 May 1673, 
and flourished, 1611 — 166S. 

Difficult as it may often be to trace ail 
aaoDymous work to its author, yet a volumi- 
uous writer can Mldom so thoroughly disgiusc 
his style an oot to be discovered j ImcbusCj 
in him, as in an artist, continual labour cre- 
ates the mannerist J and the common use of a 
Kt phrase forms, like the gray horse of Wou- 
Termans, like tbe boors tippling of Teniers, 
ortheanimBlaofSnyders, direct evidence for 
appropriation. One of the peculiarities of 
BnUhwait, of this description, is also ibund 
in the first edition of the Itinerary. Four 
pages have for a running title " Upon the 
Errata's." Now what author of that period, 
except Brathwait, deviates from the custom 
of collecting all as ' Errata,' by a serious or 
humourous apology for the misUkes of the 
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press under this fixed title? But Brathwait't 
apologies contain further proof, as for ex- 
ample, — 

" Upon the Errata. Gentlemen {kuma- 
nnm est errare) to confirme which, &c.^ 
know iudicious disposed Gentlemen, that the 
inlrkade of the copie, and ihe absence of the 
author from many important proofes were, 
occasion of these errors, * " &c. 

Is not this the express apology made for 
Samabee's Journal, that " the copy was ob- 
scure; neither was the Author li/ reason of 
Ais distance and imphyments nf higher con- 
sequence made acquainted with the publish- 
ing of it f."? This coinwdeiicewos not likely 
to happen from chance, and allowing it 
might, we proceed : 

In anotlier work of Brathwail we have 
the following :

At Btidfforth we find our author Bamahee 
'* By two poulterers supported." p. 55. 
And Bratkwait in the Strappado for the

The proverb at p. ] 69 of Bamaleet 
*' Oiice a yeare laugha wise Afrollo,** 

may be found in Br(Uhwait's Engliik Gen' 
Ueman, p. \']4, as 

** Once in the year Apollo laughea." 

It would be more than BceptJcisnt, after 
thefte notices, though few in number, to be- 
lieve the fourth journey not written by the 
author of the following description (in part) 
of a Married Man. 

" He that is married, is a man of another 
world, he hath bid all good fellowship adue, 
and now plays the mouldwarpe ; his study 
is the cure of horses, sheep, and cattell. He 
hath learned by this to man his wife to 
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church and market, keeping an equal di- 
stance upon pain of his wive's displeasure ; 
he carries nothing with better grace or more 
willingness, than his wive's niiffet, fisting- 
dog*, or fan. He is tide to his wive's pre- 
sence, as one summoned to make his appear- 
ance. Hee goes with his knees like any 
baker^ and may prove a good stalking horse 
for his restie pace," &c. English Gentle- 
man, p. 471> 

Numerous passages might be adduced oa 
confirming the present appropriation of au- 
thorship, and several will be found in the 
notes, as well as incidental facts preserved in 
the following sketch of the life of the Author.

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. The ancestors of Brathwait bad resided 
upon and possessed many years a good free- 
hold doinaiti in tlie countyof Westmorland. 
Richard Brathwait, a commou ancestor, 
lived at, and was owner of Ambleside in the 
barony of Kendal, in Westmorland, He 
tnarried Anne, daughter of William Sandys, 
<tf£ast Thwaites, Lancashire, and had issue 
one son, Robert* B., who possessed Barn- 
side, in the same county, and married Alice 
daughter of John Williamson of Milbech, 
Cumberland. They had issue 1, Anne, mar- 
ried John Bradley of Bradley, Lancashire ; 
2, Thomas ; 3, Elizabeth, married George 
Benson of Hugell, Westmorland ; 4, Isabell, 
married Thomas Briggs of Caumire, West- 
morland ; and 5, Gawen, married Isabell 
.danghter of Richard Porster, Esq. 

• Wood oOls him Thomas. 
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Thomas, the eldest son, lather of our au- 
thor, resided at Warcop near Appl^y, and 
on the death of his fether, probably, became 
possessed of Barmide or Burneshead. He 
married Dorothy daughter nf Robert Bindloas 
of Haulston, Westmorland, and had issue 
1, Agnes, married Sir Thomas Lamplew of 
Downby, Cambridgeshire; 2, Thomas (after' 
wards knighted) , married Elizabeth daughter 
of Sir John Dalston of Dalston, Cumberland; 
3, Alice, married Thomas Barton of Whenby, 
Yorkshire ; lastly, Richard Brathwait Uie 
author, born about 1588 at Kendall, as ap- 
pears by some lines addressed " to the tmely 
worthy the Alderman of Kendall and his 
brethren." After lamenting the prevalence 
of drunkenness, he says: 

" How happie should I in my wishes be. 
If I this vice out of request could see. 
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IVitliin tliKt native plftcew/itfre Iwailome, 
It lie* in you deera Townes-men to re- 

fatme*." 
According to Wood he '*be«me a com- 
muner of Oriel College, A.D. 1604, aged 16, 
at which time he was matriculated as a gen- 
tlemaa's eon and a native of the county of 
Northumberland. While he continued in that

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house," (says the same biographer) "which 
was at least three years, he avoided a» much 
as he could the rough paths of logic and phi- 
losophy, and traced those smooth ones of 
poetry and Roman history, in which at length 
he did excel. Afterwards he removed to 
Cambridge, as it seems, where also he spent 
some time for the sake of dead and Jiving 
authors, and then receding to the north parts 
of Englaud, his father bestowed on hina 
Barnside before mentioned." 

Possession of Barn-side, or rather Bum- 
side, was, probably, obtained by Brathwait 
immediately upon the death of his father j 
an event which created some bmily diffe- 
rences, that were only stEud by the prudent 
intervention of friends. He particularly al- 
ludes to this subject in a dedication to his 
elder brother, printed 161 1, and implies that 
there were not wanting those, who in. the 
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billows of their unnatuial troitbtes conceded 
no small felicity. 

Brathwaitwas first married in 1617* Hia 
wife was Frances daughter of James Lawson * 
of Nesbam near Darlington, in the bishop- 
rick of Durham, at which place she was born, 
beiug the descendant of a very ancient fa- 
mily. These circumstances explain the pas- 
sages in the Journal, when, on the first visit 
to Nesham, Barnabee says 

H^ce vultu speciosam : 
And upon the second, ad Nesham cum

The marriage ceremony took place nearly 
as related by our Itinerant in the third 
journey. They were married at Hurworth,

Living at Bumside many years, Brath- 
ivait "'became (sAya Wood) Captain of a 
Foot-company in the Trained- Bands, a De* 
puty- Lieutenant In the county of Westmor- 
land, a Justice of Peace and a noted Wit and 
Poet. He wrote and published Bereral books 
in English, consisting of prose and poetry, 
highly commended in the age wherein pub- 
Ushed, but eince slighted and despised as fri- 
voloua matters, and only to be taken iuto the 
hands of novices." 

Brathwait is little obliged to honest An- 
thony a Wood for this character. Indeed, 
though the Biographer is apt to deal largeljr

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in this sort of crkieiam on p<^l«T writes, it 
is not such as conveys very predse ideas. He 
has said something of the saoie kind of Ro^ 
bert Greene and many others. What is its fair 
import? That our author was a favourite in 
his day with a higher class of readers than 
in the succeeding age ! What is this but to 
hare incurred the evils inseparable from the 
popularity of fashion ? It is of the essence 
(rf^hiiHi to descend in the si^jeuts of its 
dofoinion ; and to transfer ks yoke to the 
Tulgu', at the period when it i« thrown off by 
those of rank and con^deratic»i. 

To take advantage of temporary topics^ 
and a temporary phraseology, to excite no- 
tice, is certunly a sttong presumption of a 
minor geoiw. It is that "de<aduou8 sort of 
luird" ascribed by Wood to Brathwait ; but 
it isthe business of an impartial critic to ex- 
amine whether tu this instance (as in mauj 
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others) it has been justly ascribed by this in- 
discriminate bif^apher. Aanuming Brath- 
wait to be the author of Bamalee's Journal, 
which it is trusted that the proofs here ad- 
duced will not allow any unprejudiced judge 
to doubt, it will scarcely be denied that our 
author possessed a native and unsopliisti- 
eated wit and humour, a perspicuity of ex- 
pression, a dance of imagery, and a facility 
of metre, which rank him with those, whose 
t^etits are calculated to rise above the casual 
attractions derived from the manners of a 
single generation, and to command the notica 
and praise of every age. 

But to return ; — Brathwait's wife died 
Mn-ch 7th, 1633, and he piously and sin- 
cerely mourned the event. In veneration of 
her memory, and as a public acknowledge- 
ment of her worth and virtues, he published 
in the following year jinniversaries upon his 
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Panarete; and when reprinting the Essays 
on the Five Senses, \639,\k took the ndvaa- 
tage of delivering a moral admonition to 
their infant olfspring, by introducing therein 
" Love's Legacy, or Faiiarete's blessing to 
her children," which is framed as if delivered 
in her very last moments, forbearing to speak 
of marriage because their childhood could 
not yet conceive it. 

At an advanced period of life he married 
again, taking for his second wife Mary, 
daughter of Roger Crofts of Kirttington, in 
Yorkshire, Gentleman; by whom he had 
issue Strafford Brathwait, afterwards knight- 
ed, who was killed in ttie ship Mary, under 
thecommandof Sir Roger Strickland, during 
an engagement with the TygerAIgerine man 
of war, which was taken. 

Upon his second marriage he removed 
(according to Wood) " to AppletOD near 
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Riditnond, in Yorkshire, where dying on the 
fourth day of May 1673, he was buried in the 
parish church of Catherick near that place; 
leaving then behind him the char»eter of a 
well-4>Fed gentleman and good neighbour." 
As the notea upon the Itinerary have in- 
creased toan unexpected length, we must de- 
fer to another opportunity the list <rf' his nu< 
merouB productions.

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NOTES ON THE ITINERARY. 

Bbfobb we proceed to supply any i]lin- 
trative or explanatory notes upon the text of 
Barnabee's Journal, it is material to the his- 
tory of the work, to make some inquiry as to 
the probable origin of the Title, and also of 
the time at which the whole was written and 
printed. 

OF THE TITLE. 
The first part of this inquiry branches into • 
two questions : 

Ist. Whether the name of Sarnahee may 
be bdieved to have originated with aiiy par- 
ttcalar person. 

2dly. Whether it was appositely adopted 
from the local popularity of an old catch or 
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Minute as the account given of the many 
relatives of .Brathwiut may appear, let it be 
recollected that the same is confined to the 
paternal branches only ; which were suffici- 
ently numerous, and cnongh dispersed to fijr- 
niah such • succession of visits, within the 
pale of his own family, as to make Brath wait 
imbibe the unsettled spirit of a rambler, and 
to give birth to that coinage of adventure dis- 
played in the Itinerary. 

That a fuller notice of the maternal branch 
of the family should be reserved to this place, 
has arisen from the novelty it offers to our 
notice by exhibiting the name of Bamabee 
in a near relative to Brathwait. Hisfatherj 
as already stated, married Dorothy daughter 
of Robert Bindloss, of Haytatoii, whose wile 
was Agnes daughter of . . . . Harrison. Their 
issue was I, Anne, married William Fleming; 
2, the above named Dorothy ; 3, Sir Robert B. 
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kHight^ married first, Mary Elstoff of Thorn- 
hiH, Yorkshire ; second, Alice Docltwray of 
Dockwray-hall, Kendall ; 4, Christopher^ 
married Millicent Dalton of Lancaster ; 5, 
Anne, married Walter Jobaon j 6, Thomas j 
7, Walter J S, Bamaby. 

Of the history of this maternal uncla 
diristened Bamaliy, no particulars are 
- known. The pedigree states the last three 
sons as all dying without issue, but does not 
supply any dates of those events. Therefore 
whether the youngest son, Bamalit/, died in 
in^cy or lived to a maturer age, lemaina 
at present uncertain. In either case, from 
the. alliance to Brathwait, the fact of his 
existence could not be silently omitted. He 
might live to figure aiway as the roving, jolly 
badielor; the first promoter of convivial 
nteetings, and boon companion at all oppor- 
UiDTties; restlessly in EQU'ch of B0veky,always 
d 
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umbling independently through the cotmtryt 
& welcome favourite of women, and if Qpt 
the glowing piototype of the hero of the 
liineTarium, still such an outline of the cm- 
gipal 'malt-worm' as needed only the touch 
of the poet to supply life^ colouringi ai)4 
unm^rtali^. IF auch a bibacious reveller 
did exist, and obtained no more than pro- 
vincial aotoriety, does it seem too iqucb to 
expect, notwithstanding the lapse of. ti(ne> 
•ome traditional information of his histoiy } 
aome proverb founded on his eccentricity? 
or some facetious monumental record, in 
imitation of his great fore-niaD^r, tipping 
£lderton, to proclaim in hia grave that A4 
wm dry ? 

In the title page it seems intended to pre- 
vent ^y personal application of the cha- 
racter of ^flmaiee, by declaring that th« 
^uTul waa " tjo* nopt apt numbers reduced. 
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iod to the old tiuM of Bthuia mmtaaiij 
cfaamted;"' which ieaAt t* the ImC put at 
the iih^ry, wider the ^tsent hca4» whn« 
toe agaiti need iirfbrmation.. 

The " old tune of Bamabe" or, m «!*•• 
where named, " old catch of Whoop Bamtif 
iiy" has escaped all research^ howeret ar- 
dently and extensively puruud within tM 
lait «ity yeu8^ for the purpose of rerivJiig 
our ancient music and baHads. 

The popularity of the words, or tune, or 
both, first spears by the character of "Bar- 
nabe, a hir'd coachman," being introduced 
by Ben Jotuoa once in a scene of Uie comedy 
of The new Iim or the light Heart. The 
alight connexion of this cbaraeter with tit* 
developement of the story of the drama, 
renders the name of Baraabee too trifiiug 
for any other purposes of Jonson than in part 
to personily a&Tonrite sldcateh, and thwe-

As this piece was acted at the Haymarket

No particular date- can be assigned to the 
eomposition of the Itinerary. It seems a 
piece of iningled feet and fiction,- the accu- 
uulation of a i^ace of nearly thirty years; 
and we must not hastily admit all the authoi 
desires to bare beKeved in the lines '' Upon 
this ffStrk," p. 7. The four journies were 
never the olfepring of only a ''three day» 
task ;" nor yet wholly written in " the first 
springofhis minority" when no "razor then 
had touched his chin," as, by his own con- 
fession, at the conclusion of the last tour the' 
hiwra of youth were Bed, Many of the ad- 
ventures originated in a heated and unripe 
ifna^nadon, while others^ founded on locafc 
and provincial occurrences or domestic eventw - 
of the author's life, are strictly correctj^and,, 
dS.

' iln the last two joumies, Baitiabee, with-> 
wn abating in humour, displays in himwtf 
a rather more staid character. His amotirt 
terminate in disappointments ; and at Dar* 
- Kngtoa he marries : and then our Itinerant 
k^nb to traffic as a drover or dealer in oat^ 
tla, tad also jiroalaiias the necesnty of living 
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At a still later period he settled at'Stareley, 
where the narrative of his joumiesundeiwent 
a, revision. Events already narrated needed 
«n addition, by way of notes, to fashion them 
to more recent occurrences. Thus the stanza 
on Kendal at p. 143, and Barnabee's note 
thereon, are of very different dates ; as the 
one must have preceded and the other fol- 
lowed the eleventh year of Charles I. (1636)*, 
The plague described in the visit to Wans- 
forth Brigs did not happen until the year 
1642f. Let us, therefore, consider part of 
the poem as added during the cml wars. 
There is distinct proof of a note hitched upon 
a stanza to record a subsequent event; and 
the unswerving loyalty of Brathwait is strong 
ground for belief that the author's note upon' 
Pomfret Castle | (where it cannot be doubted 
• See note p. 127. . f Note p. 116. J P. 120. . 
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•that tlie allusion is to Stuart) was adjed aftef 
the d^th of that unfortunate monarch. 

This conclusion fixes, the time of printing 
the Itinerary to the TnteiTegnum,when it was. 
not very easy to obtain a license to publish, 
which might occasion the printer to consider 
it unsafe to affix hia name. However, that 
name has not entirely, we believe^ escaped re- 
search. All the capitals and rule ornaments 
used in the first edition, (and several are of 
rather peculiar character) are found in a lit- 
tle work by Brathwut, nearly contemporary, 
printedforJ.H*. We therefore consider it pro-' 
b^Je that the printer was John HaviUatdf 
oUd the time of publication about 1650.

2., ■.- 
Baniabee was the determined foe of the 
Puritans, between whom and the poets a 
fewskinnishes had taken place in the time of 
queen EHzabeth ; but the bruntof the bat- 
tle was sustEuned during the two following 
reigns, until the Puritans were totally dis- 
comfited at the Restoration. Some one, not 
inaptly^ has said, " the poets were pert and 
the Puritans petulant." The first in their 
satires exposed the others as hypocrites, who 
in return^ in the pestilent heat of their doc- 
trines, attempted to brand their opponents 
as Atheists. Jonson condescended, by his cha- 
racter of "Zeal -o-the-Iand-buay*,""* enlist 
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AS a distinguiahod lead«T, foRowed by -oar as- 
tjior, with Randolph, Ci^uny Cartwright^ 
and othen of minor import, each having a 
cut at this big body (rf^ deformity, until it wa» 
finally dinccted by the nnrivalkd Butler. 
. The story of banging the cat, true or ii»« 
vented, was fiTBt related by Bratbwait, in a 
short poetn in the StmppaA>, p. 109y ad-

No apology can be required for preserving 
tiere tlie following ballad, which is now little 
known.

Gibson relates a credible story of Camden 
nieeting-with Holland's English edition of the 
Britannia at the press, where, in addition 
to Banbury being famous for cheese, was 
added, cakes and ale; which the anUqua- 
rian thinking a light expression, changed the 
word nle to xeal, " to the great indigna- 
tion (8a}« the bishop) of the Puritans^ who 
abounded in the townt-" 

It is not impossible but Brathwait was

In this state it seems to have remained 
tni 1661} when it was blown down amt re- 
built. The engravings of Hollar, and the 
tustory of IDi^dale, represent St. Paul's at 
the time Bamabes travelled as wanting only 
a spire to oompleat the building ; and it is' 
likely that the gossip ran among those who 
shared drunken Barnahee's compotations, 
that this elegant spireof Grantham was about' 
to be transplanted thence to perfect the' 
splendid Cathedral trfSt.

Erathwait was loo ?olummoi» aii au- 
thor, and many of his acknowledged pieces 
too rare, to be always in the power of im- 
mediate reference. In the foregoing Notes 
are several passages from parts of his works 
that serve to confirm, and must convince any 
unprejudiced reader of Ins title to the au- 
thorship, now assigned him, of Bamale^s 
Joumed. It may be urged that a sketch of 
a character of our hero, identifying him with 
, Brathwait, is still wanting. Evidence so 
forcible aa that already given could not well 
be expected after the lapse of above a cen- 
tury. But it is rather a singular fact, thaC 
Brathwait has drawn his own character as' 
the slave, during youth, of drunkenness and 
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libertinism, and indulging in every vice ami 
debauchery that can possibly be attadied to 
the character of Barnaliee. 

As Holy memorials or Heavenly memen- 
tos he sought in a strain of pious admonition 
to deduce the necessity of living virtuously, 
and teaching, by the influence of a faithful 
■ketch of his own errors and vicious indul- 
gencies, the way to avoid the miserable de-> 
bility and hoary lamentatitw that follow a 
mis-spent youth. These memorials were at- 
tached to ^rSpJriVua^Spfcerte, printed 1638, 
and may thereby account for The Journal 
berng afterwards printed without the author's 
name. It was not liliely after this charaetei 
was sent forth, worded for the few pious 
and good, that Brathwait would again ap- 
pear publickly as the thoughtless pupil of 
vice and fdly ; although he might not hava 
sufficient resolution to suppress altogethei 
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t^liMa^atJ<MiQf his Muse. ItUpTobsblethBC 
he wrote tlua sketch of hU own life w)wB 
labouring under the melaocholy iaflueno* 
sad depression of mind from the recent low 
of his first wife ; and that his errors wer* 
gloaringly depicted in order to give more 
strength to the moral lesson. In the foUowr 
ing passages are strong traits c^ Bamabeg, . 
" The easiest of my vanities were light 
amorous poems, I held those. employ Bientk 
for my best houres. O what a prize, what 
a bootie, held I a favour snatcht from a light 
pieee of beautie ! My fortunes were not 
great, which enjoyned mee to a sparer ex* 
pence. But if my siAall credit could supply 
what my fortunes wanted, I stickt not much 
on the meanest commodities to make up that ' 
want. My melancfaolly ever proceeded &oa 
want of money. Wlule roring was ia re- 
cpiest, I held it a complete fashion. Tat 
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nrillty, Ihdd it for such a rag of unbeseeini' 
ing getitrie, as I scorned to take acquaint- 
ance of it, I had long before this, aspired 
to a pipe of rich smoake with a tiiider-boxj 
andthesegare light to my lighter discourses'. 
I held my pockets sufficiently stored, if they 
could but bring mee off for mine ordinarie, 
and after dinner purchase mee a stoole oa 
the stage. I had cares enough besides hoord- 
ing, so as I held it fit to disburden mysetfe of 
that, and resigne it over to the worldlings 
A long winter night seemed hut a Midsum- 
mer night's dream, being merrily past in a 
catch of foure parts, a deep health- to alight 
Mistresse and a knot of brave blades to make 
up the consort. I could jeere him to his face 
whom I needed most : Ten at hundred, I 
meane, and he would not stick to pay mee in 
flaine owne coyne, I might beg a courtesie 
at his bands, but to at«rv« for't never, pre- 
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Vaile, Ibr herein I found this iiutniment oT ' 
usuHe and the Devil) to be of one Socktie, 
and that they craved nothing of any one, 
save oaeAy securitie. A weake blast of light 
feme was a great part of that portion I aimed 
at. And herein was my madnesse ! I held 
nothing so hkely to make mee kiiowne to the 
worlds or admired in it, as to be debauch't, 
and to purchase a parasite's praise by my 
riot. ■' ■ 

.' **The day seemed long^^ wherein I did not 
enjoy ttiem (pleasures:): the night long 
wherein [thought not of them. I knew what 
ginne it was to Bollicit a maid unto light" 
nesae ; or to be drmiten with wine, wherein 
was excesse ; or to suffer mine heart to be 
oppressed with gtirfetting and drunkeniieaae : 
yet ftir all this, run I on still in mine evtil 
yayeA ; and >o ccMitlnued till my evill dayes 
eame upon mee,. which fitted themselves tbi 
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pleasures too, but of another degree, and in 
an higher strai^e of vanitie. Alss, poore de- 
crepit age ! what pleasure can the wbt^e 
world find for such a cripple ? Thine eyes are 
too dim to diueme beautie ; thy lame legi 
can find no feet, to walke to the house of the 
■trange woman. Thy May-flowers no sooner 
withered than thy May-games ended. Use- 
lesse yeares, hawthorne baires, fruitlesse 
cares sljck close to thee ; all things ebe 
(saving onely these constant companions, the 
infirmities of age) havelongsince leftthee^ 
" Free-bred were my studies; so as, laft- 
wing-like, with shell on head, I begun to 
write before my yeares could well make pnee 
tn author. But hence my teares I The sub> 
jects I made choyce of were of love ; to close 
with my fancie which was verie light. I wa» 
proud in bearing the title of a writer, which, 
1 must conCeese, together with the i>i»Tftffy» 
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ai aoch B8 either truly applauded mee, or de- 
luded mee, made mee ambitious after the 
JOVOK of an author. And what were those 
light poems I then penned ; but such as aie 
now pensive odes to my dolorous soule, 
grieving to peruse what my youth so dearcly 
loved? O how familiar was I with PamassDi, 
Hetioon, Hif^iocrene, aad all the Muses 1 
meanetime, I seldbme or never thought of 
that heavenly Olympus which crowns all ytj' 
tuous Uraun with true happinetoe. It was 
tiie a^iitg of an holy father 'Those studiea 
wlneb I ORcp loved, now condemne mee; 
tlwse which I sometimes praised now dit- 
pftmge mee !' Far more cause have I to s^ 
bow thoss labours which I once fancied now 
afiSict mee, (hose which sometimes delighted 
nee, now perplex mee. I am many times, 
IB company where I heare s<H»e of my youth- 
fuH verses repeated; and though I doe nei- 
ther owne them nor praise them } yet must 
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I m another place answer for t&em, if li^- 
on whom I depend, shall not in these teares 
which I shed, drowne the memory of thenf. 
For, alas ! how many chaste eaces have I 
offended, bow many Ught eates have 1 co> 
ruptcd with those unhappie works which I 
have published ? What wanton measures have 
I writ for the nonc't^ to-move a light curtei- 
.zan to hugge ray conceit; and next her 
Venus and Adonis, or some other immodest 
t<^, to lodge mee in her bosome?— i 
" Being put on by my superidurs, at whoaa 
dispose I was, I addressed my pen to labours 
historical), mwall, and divine; Neither wai 
1 in these lesse blame-worthy ; for even those 
wherein I should only have aym'd at God's 
glory, had ever in them some sprinklings of 
vaine-glory : Nay, what was more, (for 
enough Icannotspeaketomyownesbame,):: 
those Cardinall Fertues whereof I treated y 
and which to the imitation of others Icom' 
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mended, fbandever theworst example in mV' 
-Btik. Wbich could not chuse but redound 
to my great dishonour, to see mee the least 
observer ef that, which I commended to an- 
other. Likewise those Tlieologicall Vertoes, 
which in those my diviner workes, 1 so high* 
]y honoured ; with those Seven Beatitudes, 
Ae practice whereof I so much pressed^ 
where found they my imitation in them, to 
oonfione my adn]iratic»i of them ? Now teU 
mee, was this all that might bee required c^ 
mee ? Was it sufficient for mee to commend 
1o others what I meant not to amend in niy> 
^Ife? Was this the duty of an author? 
Whether bee our lives to bee showne in our 
pens, or our pens in our lives ? Truth is, for 
one active man we have ten contemplative j 
.amongst which none ever professed more, 
.and. expressed lesse than myselfe*."
